As we havo hinted from time to time, and 
as is now publicly announced, Sir Claude 
Macdonald has succeeded in obitaihing from 
tho Chinese Governmont a rectification of 
the Burma Frontier, and othor concessions 
in addition to the vpening of the West 
River ports. The British Minister, whose 
diplomatic powers haye already been so 
highly commended both in the Far Fast 
and at Home, has scored another success, 
and, one, which will be particularly disagree- 
able to, our French neighbours, The new 
Convention, ’sijmed about three months 
ago and now ratified, may be rogarled 
us China's penalty for breaking faith with 
Great Britain and ceding to France terri- 
tory on the South-weat fronticr which had 
been retroceded to China on the distinct un- 
derstanding that the territory would never 


be handed ovor to ony vther Foreign’ 


Powor, When M. Gerard, tho French 
Minister at Peking, secured the signature 


of the Chinose officials to the Supplomen- ; 
| tary Convefition of 1896 he doubtless ‘ima- | + 


gined, with some degree of justification, 
perhaps, that he had gained 8 
great victory British diplomncy. 
For a time, Great Britain had Yost her pres- 
tige at the Chinese metropolis. Since Sir 
Claude Mucdonald’s advent, our national 
prestige has been rehabilitated. Tt may be 
dificult to arouse public intorest in ter- 


aver 


titurial concessions in obscure fronticrs, | 


and if it were not for tho fact that. the 


rectification of the Burma-Chinese frontier \ 


under tho Jatest convention is regarded as 
an offset ta French acquisition in. the 
same region, the British Minister's suc- 
cess might have passed almost. 
noticed, As it is, the. botindaries arc 


un- 


shifted back very considerably. We have |- 


gained material advantages, but it, must 
not beforgotten that the State or Province of 
Kokang; which now passes into our absolute 
possession, was rotroceded by Groat Britain 
toChina in 1891. The other territorin! ac- 
quisition is the portion of country lying to 
the south of the Nam-wan, and known as 
the Nam-wan triangle, In view of the in- 
road of British railways from Burma, and 
the woll-definéd policy now assusiied ‘by 
France and Britain towards South-west 
China, thé assumption of British control in 
this quarter cannot but result benoficinlly 
Whatever advantages 
M. Gérard has secured for French ‘railways 
on the frontier have been secured for, Bri- 
tish railways. by Sir Claude Maedonald. 
Wherever a British railway touches the 
Chincse frontior, the Chinese have pledged 
themselves to facilitate. the dévelopinent of 
new trade rontes, and with Yunnan, Kwei- 
chau, and Szechuen, in view. and tho Bur- 
meso railways creeping slowly but: surely 


towards tho frontier, ono does not require’ 


to bo a prophet te predict the result, If it 
is to be a race between British railways and 
French railways there’can bs only one rosult, 
But. tho: successes of tho British Minister 
do not stop: at this. By the Franco- 
Chinese Convention of 1895, Szumao was 
opened to French trade, the town was 
thrown opén to French residents, and a 
French Consulate wna established there. 
Tn the same way, Szumanié throwzi oper to: 
Groat Britain, with tho addition of Momein 
(or Tangyueh), another town in Yunnaa, on 
the principal trade: route in the Western 
Province. In the meantime .these now 
‘ports’ will not be of great value, but their’ 
future value to British commerce. will be 
whatever our lrnders-care to make i Wa: 
aro given to uriderstand’ that: som sort of. 
pledge hus been made by the Chinese Go. 
vernment: for the opening, almost inimes 
diately, of Nanning-fu on the West River’ 
as an additional operr port’ for foreign’ 
trade.

A REMARKABLE: SEA-MONSTER. 


On the coast of Florida has recently been 
discovered the most remarkable marine 
monster which haman oyes have ever seen, 
suys an English contemporary. « It was 
found ina mutilated condition, embedded 
in the sand, and at the time of its discovery 
had probably been washed ashore some 
weeks. <e 
This devil-fish, for such tho mouster is, 
was so enormous that twelvo men With 
appliances of blocks and tackle were unable 
to remove it from its resting-place ; and it 
reyuired tho united strength ‘of six hordes. 
to move it higher up the bench. Only part 
of the trunk remained; but from (hits it 
was easy to arrive at its origi imen- 
sions. Theo fragment of trunk alone 
weighed eight tons, and was twenty-one 
fect long, seven fect, broad, and three and 
n halé fect high. . Its weight when living 
must have been at least twenty tons ; vad 
it hnd been armed with eigat enormous 
tentacles, each at least one hundred fet 
long, and two feet thick, und adorned with 
hundreds of ‘suckers’ a foot in diameter. 
Wo may get somy conception of the for- 
tnidable nature of. this monster from the 
fact that with two of its arms it coukd em- 
Jnaco a throa-masted vessel from stem to 
stern ; three of them could reach Lhe top of 
ench of the three musts; its head would 
rise higher than the ship’s bulwarks, while 
witli its two remnining tenacles it coutd 
sweep the decks. . 
It is estimated that there aro hundreds 
of these lavinthans on the consts of Georgia 
and North Florida, and that the one dis- 
covered had been worsted in a fight with a 
sperm whale, which lives chiefly on cuttle- 
\ fish. a 
COAL PRODUCTION IN THE EAST. 
We in Ceylon have bocome accistouied 
to the increasing use of Indian and Ja- 
yanese coal, at first only for stutionary 
engines in mills, &c., but subsequently for 
iusrine purposes, though the projudice 
ayainst anything but English coal ts still 
sirong* auong our steamship engineers, 
who grumble even at having:to ux Aus 
tralian con! with Curdiff, The Ccylon Go- 
vernment Railway locomotive department 
have reported strongly against Indian coal 
for locomotives, and there is nu doubt that 
the greater trouble it gives, as well as 
other drawbacks, sro, in the miuds of many 
enghieers, nore than a set-alf against its 
Fchyapness. But, in spite of opposition, 
the cual trade of the East is entering moro 
and more inte competition with European 
conl at those places where the cost of the 
latter is serious, and which aro near the 
sources of supply. in India, China, ond 
Japan, The extent of this competition 
can be gathered from the recently issued 
Report of tho Board of Trade. The United 
Kingdom, as is well known, is the largest 
coal-produeing country_in the world, but 
the report shows that the trade for the last 
five.years, as fur as output ix concorned, ia 
nearly stationary, and, as regards. value, 
that it has decreased about 23 per cent,

But from the Steer we learn whw is the 
War correspondent tu whom the public are
